Declaring reinstatement of Dr. 
Frank Eskridge, Dr. Garnett Quil- 
lian, Dr. Leroy Childs and Dr. 8S. R. 
Donaldson to positions on the Grady 
hospital staff through the shake-up 
last Friday by the 1928 hospitals 
and charities committee as an effort 
to return control of the white staff 
of the institution to a few members, 
the executive ‘committee named by the 
1927 hospitals and charities cowmit- 
tee Tuesday night issued a formal 
statement’ which sounded the death 
knell to hopes .of amicable adjust- 
ment of differences between the fac- 
tions at the institution. 

Action of the executive committee 
was accompanied by assertions of 
about a score of doctors belonging to 
both factions that must be 
done to lift the institution out of pol- 
itics in order to give the “people 
Atlanta the kind of service they have 
a right to expect from a city-owned, 
and ‘operated institution.’ 

Suggest Two Solutions. 

While the physicians declined to be 
quoted regarding proposals by which 
the institution is to be removed from 
the factional strife, they suggested 
two possible solutions. One was to 
turn operation of the white unit over 
to Emory university and the other 
was to give charge to a board of trus- 
tees to be composed of leading At- 
lantans, thus taking control of the 
institution out of the hands of the 
hospitals and charities committee of 
city council. 

Members of the 1928 hospitals and 
charities committee expressed a will- 
ingness to make recommendations for 
a change in administration of the in- 
stitution “after the present difficulty

The board of education meeting 
came to an abrupt close Tuesday 
afternoon when a motion to adjourn 
was passed to stop a speech being 
made by Commissioner J. W. Maddox.

Commissioner Maddox sdught to 
place the board on record as attempt- 
ing to speed up action on plans for a 
new school in the fifth ward and an- 
other in the eastern section of the 
city for which funds are being sought 
by a special body named at a meeting 
of committees of the board of educa- 
tion, the council school committee and 
the bond commission, 

The meeting had progressed past 
the stage where unfinished business 
could be. brought up when Mr. Mad- 
dox asked for the floor on the point 
of personal privilege. 

He had only started his talk when 
Alderman J. Allen Couch, on’ a point 
of order, asked that the chair rule 
the speaker out of order. President 
Powell decided that Mr. Maddox was 
trying to inject unfinished business 
before the meeting, and that be there- 
fore was out of order. 

The commissioner refused to accept 
the ruling, serenely continuing his 
speech while Alderman Couch again 
voiced hig protests. Both were talking 
at the same time and President Pow- 
ell was unable to decide just what 
steps to take when John Hancock 
moved adjournment.

Mrs. A. M, Rumsey, postmistress

ay. 
One auto driver, according to the 
investigators, stated that while driv- 
ing up the canyon road with his wife 
and family he saw an unusual quanti- 
ty of muddy water coursing through | 
the ordinarily dry stream bed. 

The autosits, said the officers, drove 
up to the dam expecting to see the 
water coming over the spillway, but 
found none. flowing. Driving closer, 
he said he noticed that the water be- 
hind the buttress was within three 
feet of the top and that the spillway 
gates apparently were closed, although 
there was a good stream running down 
the canyon. 

Farther along the road the autoist 
reported, he found a gang of work- 
men drilling holes apparently in pre- 
paration for dynamite blasts to blow 
off the’ shoulder of a hill not more 
than 200 feet from the dam. 


“And it was then,” the officers 
reported the autoist as saying, “I 
remarked to my wife that it looked 
like a pretty heavy charge to set off 
so close to the dam. We were in 
the hills until nearly 7 o’clock in the 
evening, and I am certain the blast 
was not set off until that hour for 
we undoubtedly would have heard it.” 

Facing serious danger of an out- 
break of typhoid fever in the stricken 
area, health officers announced to- 
night that every precaution is being 
taken to cope with the situation. 

A water survey has been started to 
locate adequate sources of pure drink- 
ing water.

Washington, March 13.—()—The 
presidential aspirations of Herbert 
Hoover were debated in the house to- 
day by two Ohio republicans. before 
the largest house audience since con- 
gress convened. 

Charles Brand, a Willis supporter 
in the coming Buckeye state pri- 
maries, demanded resignation of the 
commerce secretary on the ground 
that he was financing his presiden- 
tial candidacy in part out of the fed- 


eral treasury. 

Answering this charge, Theodore 
Burton declared that the address of 
his colleague contained “all the ma- 
terial, slanderous or otherwise, col- 
lected by snoopers who have scoured 
the world to find something” in 
Hoover's record. 

The debate, advertised for more 
than a week, drew to the floor prac- 
tically all of the democratic members 
who showed their pleasure over the 
battle waging in the ranks of their 
polrtical foes, 

Brand declared that he was “re- 
liably informed” that the commerce 
department was working at only 50 
per cent efficiency, that its offices 
throughout the country were being 
used to boost Hoover's campaign and 
that the secretary otherwise was us- 
ing his office to promote his private 
ambitions. 

In return, Burton accused Brand 
of stating “half truths” and of mak- 
ing erroneous statements. 

“Any man who has contributed such 
Splendid achievements to the well- 
being of the United States as has 
Secretary Hoover should be free from 
such an attack,” he said. 

Replying specifically to Brand’s ac- 
cusation that Hoover was not in sym- 
pny with the farmers, Burton quoted 

rand as having written the com- 
merce secretary in January, 1925, 
«follows: 

“Although some of my friends have 
Suggested my name to the president 
as secretary of agriculture, I am in- 
clined to go to the president and urge 
your appointment.”

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‘MAYORALTY ELECTION TO DECIDE

Seattle, Wash., March 13.—(United 
News.)—The question of “Women in 
Politics,” clear cut and with no other 


issue to cloud it, comes before the 
voters of this city today when they 
will decide whether Mayor Bertha K. 
Landes shall serve another two-year 
term, or whether the city’s chief shall 
be a man, Frank Edwards, theater 
owner. 

The primary and the general cam- 
paigns have n as heated as any 
Seattle has ever experienced, without, 
however, any great slopping of po- 
litical mud. 

Mrs. Landes is completing four 
years of municipal service, two years 
as president of the city council and 
two years as mayor. Her supporters, 
strangely enough, ‘are sponsoring her 
reelection upon a straight “good busi- 
ness” platform without any of the 
usual cry of suppression of bootleg- 
ging and vice, such as characterized 
her defeat of former Mayor Edwin J. 
Brown two years ago. 

Mayor Landes cleaned up the vice 
situation very soon after her election, 
without any show of sensation and 
as only one of her many problems. 
There has been no serious criticism 
of her police administration, nor agi- 
tation for a return to former con- 
ditians. 

In all general oblems both fac- 
tions are making ¥ same proposal, 
a business administration. Edwards 
has been a successful business man 
and this is his firt venture in politics. 

The wife of a University of Wash- 
ington professor, Mrs. Landes was 
elected to the council in 1924 with 
the backing largely of women’s clubs, 


She soon sa municipal problems 
but it was said that it was merely 
for the novelty of the thing that other 
members of the council elected her its 
president, the potential acting mayor. 

That gave her the first opportunity 
to gain national fame and probably 
for the first time really brought her 
personality and force before the Seat- 
tle electorate. 

When Mayor Brown, whose term of 
office had been one turmoil and bit- 
ter fight after another, went as a 
delegate to the democratic presidential 
nomination convention in 1924 Mrs. 
Landes automatically became acting 
mayor. 


Her first act was to order the chief - 


of police to close a number of alleged 
bootlegging and gambling joints. The 
chief, W. B. Sevryns, refused to take 
her orders but reminded her. that as 
mayor she had the power to remove, 
him. 

The woman acting-mayor did that 
very thing. She removed the chief of 
police, appointed a captain as chie 
and cleaned up the places she thought 
questionable. Furore reigned in Seat- 
the political circles. Mayor Brown, 
advised by wire, left the convention 
and hurried across the country to 
reinstate his chief of poliec and allow 
his administration to go along in the 
even tenor of its way, although from 
that time on Councifwoman Landes 
made that same tenor much more 
uneven. 

The demand for her candidacy 
against Brown in 1926 was from all 
classes, men as well as women. The 
cumpaign was bitter. 

Her two years as mayor have been 
characterized by her proponents as 
sane, unostentatious and progressive. 


G.0.P. CORRUPTION 


Frankfort, Ky., March 13.—()— 
Corruption among politicians § and 
high government officials is directly 


traceable to centralization of power 
in the federal government, United 
States Senator James A. Reed said 
today in a speech before a joint ses- 
sion of the Kentucky legislature.

Washington, March 13.—(/)—An- 
other major piece of legislation—the 
$274,000,000 new warship construc- 
tion program—today held the right-of- 
way in the house. 

With its disposition predicted by 
leaders before the week-end the house 
will have cleared its calendars of prac- 
tically all of the big legislative pro- 
posals reported by, its committees. 

Today was set aside exclusively for 
general debate of the program of 15 
cruisers of 10,000 tons displacement 
and one aircraft carrier of 13,800 tons. 
The cruisers would cost $17,000,000 
each and the carrier $19,000,000, 

In recommending this construction 
the committee materially reduced the 
administration program as submitted 
by Secretary Wilbur. This proposed 
25 cruisers, five aircraft carriers, nine 
destroyer leaders and 32 submarines, 
at a cost of $740,000,000. 

Prior to slashing the program the 
committee held extensive hearings dur- 
ing which representatives of world 
peace and church societies argued that 
new naval building by the United 
States would be construed as a move 
against international accord. On the 
other hand, the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, the American 
Legion and other patriotic organiza- 
tions urged construction of such ships 
as might be needed to keep the navy 
in first-class fighting condition, 

Reporting the program, the commit- 
tee said it was designed to meet the 
navys imperative needs; had been 
drafted without any intention of com- 
peting with other nations, and when 
completed still would leave the Ameri- 


; ean sea forces second to those of Great | 


Britain. 

Prior to the opening of debate, but | 
little announced opposition had been | 
heard at the house side of the capitol. | 
Chairman Butler, of the house naval |

Eight years ago this month the railways were returned from:the control of the Gov- 
ernment to the operation of their owners. There is general recognition of the fact that 
railway service has greatly improved since 1920. The railways can now be depended upon 
to function efficiently. Every line of business and commerce benefits decidedly through 


reliable service. 


Contrasting current conditions with those that prevailed eight years ago,. the public 
credits railway management with increased efficiency, nor can it be questioned that the sen- 
timent of the‘people toward the. railways is much more friendly and favorable than it was 
when transportation service was less satisfactory: Looking to the future, it is a matter 7 
vital concern, both to the public and to tle railways, that transportation shall maintain pre- 
vailing standards of service. 


The improvements of the past eight years did not come about by chance. .Numerfous 
factors contributed to transportation’s achievements; such as, the investment of vast sums 
in facilities and equipment, efficiency in methods of management, high moftale of railway. 
employes, and the coopetation of the public. : 


There is every reason to desire and to anticipate the continued functioning of all these 
factors in the future, so that the mutual welfare may be advanced.

Couch Counters. 

Couch countered by charging that 
Dr. Eubanks had asked G.. Lloyd 
Preacher, architect, to award insur- 
ance contracts on all school construc- 
tion jobs to a firm represented in At- 
lanta by Tom Wynn, as a personal 
favor to him, Eubanks. Dr. Kubanks 
replied that Couch’s charge was equal- 
ly a “malicious falsification,” and 
disclaimed all knowledge of having 
done anything as described by Alder- 
man Couch, 

Couch's speech before the education 
board follows: 

“IT read in The Constitution this 
morning that I was $7,000 better off 
than I was before I went to bed last 
night. The article quoted a member 
of this board. It has been my prac- 
tice during the ten years that I have 
been in city council to always avoid 
personalities, and I abstain as far as 
possible from making personal remarks 
about members of this or any other 
body on which I serve. 

“I have never in those ten years re- 
ceived one cent from any action taken 
by the city council. 

“Dr. R. M. Eubanks, or anyone else, 
who says that I received $7,000 or any 
amount from any transaction made by 
the city'of Atlanta is a malicious fal- 
sifier. 

“It is true that at that time I was 
a member of the Dolvin company, 
which handled this deal. But it is 
equally true that I refused to handle 
it through my connection with them 
for just that reason. 

Denies Charge. 

“Mrs. R. K. Rambo, a member of 
this board, has for a long time been 
making verbally the statements made 
in The Constitution this morning by 
Dr. Eubanks. Mrs. Rambo served on 
the school contact committee when 
her husband sold $15,000 worth of 
products to this board. I've never 
heard Mrs. Rambo expressing 
compunctions about that deal. 

“I want to say right now that I 
never said to Hancock or anyone else 
that I got anything out of that par- 
ticular deal or out of any other city 
deal ‘ 


“IT am going to ask that city coun- 
cil investigate this action, and to in- 
vestigate every action taken within the 
past several years regarding every 
contract let, or any other type of 
deal. I am going to ask that the 


| council authorize this investigation on, 


as wide a latitude as possible, and 
to proceed as far as is necessary to 
clear this thing up and to make known 
the facts in many other rumors, 
“ubanks Makes Denial. 
“GP Lloyd Preacher has said that 
Dr. Eubanks called at his office and

asked that one insurance company, the 
one represented in Atlanta by Tom 
Winn, be placed on school contracts.” 
Here Dr. Eubanks asked that Mr. 
Couch repeat the charge so that he 
could understand it thoroughly. It 
was repeated. 

Dr. Eubanks then began speaking. 

He first denied that he had ever 
seen Preacher regarding any insurance 
on ahy school contracts. 

He then produced the minutes of a 
meeting of the school contact com- 
mittee of the bond commission, from 
which he read: (Will Hancock was 
quoted in the minutes in the first 
erson. ) 
4 “T went to Vernoy’s house. Couch 
told Vernoy and myself that he still 
had $4,000 over 5 pe: cent of the deal 
which amounted to $7,000. I then 
insisted that the buildings on that 
property ee in the custody and 
ownership of the city.” :

Mr. Couch took the floor again. He

Preacher Statement. 

He said that the mayor had told him 
about it and advised him to do some- 
thing about it, assuring him at the 
same time that he believed in his in-

Mr. Couch said that he had assumed 
at that time that it was merely part 
of some personal politics and that he 
had paid no more attention to it, for- 
getting about it until it was brought 
up again by Dr. Eubanks. 

Following the close of the meeting 
Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Preacher gave 
the following statement addressed to 
Dr.. R. M. Eubanks: “You have 
brought to my attention the statement 
made before the board of education of 
this city that you sought my influ- 
ence to have written in specifications 
for school work indemnity insurance 
on contracts in favor of the company 
of which Mr. Tom. Winn is represen- 
tative. 

“In this respect, I wish to state that 
you have never made any such re- 
quest or reference that any special 
privileges be granted to. anyone,, and 
have been impressed with the fact 


that you wished to be fair with all 
parties, looking only to the best in-} 


terests of the city of Atlanta.”

The statement denounces conditions 
in the white unit and hits Steve R. 
Johnston, superintendent of the insti- 
tution, and declared he failed to co- 
operate with the new committee and 
“obstructed certain requests which 
the committee made in behalf of bet- 
ter service at the institution.” 

The formal statement‘issued by the 
1927 e¥ecutive committee follows: 
“To the Citizens and Taxpayers of 

the City of Atlanta: 

“Having read in this morning's 
Constitution the editorial, ‘A City 
Shame,’ and having alse read with 
interest a letter from one of Atlan- 
ta’s most prominent physicians re- 
garding conditions at Grady hospital 
white unit, the executive committee 
named by the 1927 hospitals and char- 
ities committee of city council, and 
under a ruling of the city attorney. 
the only committee with a legal stand- 
ing. feels that the public is entitled 
ta know all the facts concerning the 
most recent political outbreak and 
therefore is issuing this statement. 

“When Grady hospital was over- 
ated under: the supervision of a board 
of trustees composed of such men as 
Charles Nunnally, Jake Hirsch aud 
H. Y. MeCard and the late Captain 
Lowry, FE. W. Martin, CC. C. Me- 
Gehee, Frank Liebman and other out- 
standing men, no such political up- 
heavals as have oecurred in the past 
six years was ever recorded in the 
annals of the institution. However, 
after the abolition of the board of 
trustees and after Grady was placed 
under the direction of a councilmanie 
committee, the institution was oper- 
ated comyaratively smoothly. until 
four: doctors and one lawyer obtained 
a charter from the state to operate 
a post graduate school. Afterwards, 
they obtained through a resolution in 
city council teaching privileges for the 
staff of white Grady somewhat simi- 
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“Stipulations of the charter pro- 
vided that these same four doctors 
should comprise. the executive com- 
mittee of the graduate school, and by 
political machinations they succeedet 
in naming a president of ‘the board 
who would name them the executure 
committee of the white unit in per- 
petuity. They even went so far as to 
dismiss from the service one’ doctor 
who held seniority rights, and loomed. 
as president of the staff, when they 
felt that he might not make appoint- 
ments in line with their wishes, 
“This despotic rule continued for 
four years during which time these 
four men met behind barred doors 
and dictated the policies, administra- 
tion and operation’ of the hospital, 
meting out favors and visiting their 
disfavor on members o fthe staff by 
preemptorially dismissing them, a1 
finally attempted a coup which would 
have placed them in undisputed and 
complete contro] of all departments 
and especially gynecological and surg- 
ical departments. This was accom- 
plished by abolishing 50 per cent of 
the positions in gynecology and sur- 
gery, leaving them in absolute con- 
trol and subordinating all others con- 
nected with the departments in ques- 
tion to their slighest whim and wish. 
“This action in December 1925, 
precipitated in January, 1926. the 
first concerted rebellion of the staff 
against the auteecratic rules of the 
self-appointed and _ self-perpetuating 
dictators of the institution. 
“Practically three-fourths of the 
members of the staff signed a _ peti- 
tion requesting the hospitals and 
charities committee to reestablish the 
four abolished positions in gynecology 
and surgery; to divorcee the graduate 
school from the hospital proper; to 
increase the executive committee from 
four to seven members elected by the 
staff to be confirmed by the hospitals 
and charities committee; to auto- 
matically retire, as active consultants, 
chiefs of departments who had served 
ten years consecutively, to force as- 
sistants to serve a minimum of five 
years before being eligible to appoint- 
ment as chiefs except in cases of 
emergency, to permit assistants a 
vote in all staff meetings. 
Positions Declared Vacant. 
“On February 16, 1926, the hos- 
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and surgical departments were re 
stored. Seven members of the exetu- 
tive committee also were elect 


tee in defiance of the .,equest of the 
staff that it nominate the executive 
committee. There were 59 petition- 
ers, but- the committee selected only 
two of the seven out of the 59 who 
signed the paper, and gave five of the 
posts to the 25 who failed to become 
participants of the petition. 

“This action on the part of the 
committee again tied the hands of the 
majority of the staff and foreed a 
minority rule at the institution, in- 
creased rather than alleviated the dis- 
satisfaction among members of the 
staff and finally has resolved’ itself 
into the open break and an impend- 
ing court action. 

“The 1927 committee attempted ‘to 
rectify this wrong in June of last 
year, but were forced to forego their 
desires on account of a ruling of City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, who stat- 
ed the 1927 committee wax powerless 
to name a new staff until the expira- 
tion of the terms of those named 
February 16, 1926, For the same rea- 
son Mr. Mayson has held that elec- 
tions of the 1928 committee are in- 
valid because terms of officials seleet- 
ed by the 1927 committee"and whose 
terms began January 1, 1928, will not 
expire until July 1, 1933. 

“Election of the new staff and ex- 
ecutive committee has caused this com- 
mittee serious embarrassment in ad- 
ministration of the institution and in 
protection of the public through the 


services. of the hospital. but we wish | 
to pledge anew our services to those | 
the superintendent. 


needing our assistance, which we have 
rendered in the past and will continue 
to in the future. 
Serve Without Pay. 
have always served, as all 
other staff members have, without 
remuneration, and wil] continue to 
(eem it a privilege to alleviate suf- 
fering of our fellow man in aceord- 
ance with the highest ethies of the 
profession, at least until expiration 
of our respective terms, July 1, 1933. 
“We feel that a well-equipped and 
properly supervised dental department 
at the institution would be of ma-

‘Referring to The Constitution edi- 
torial and the letter of the prominent 
Atlanta physician, we admit their 
truthfulness and hare no criticism to 
make of either, but the executive com- 
mittee wishes.to call the attention of 
the public to facts which make bet- 
ter service in the Emory unit possi- 
ble.- For instante. recent installa- 
tion of a new pi unit costing $3,- 
000 for special. work. There are now 
two X-ray machines iy the colored 
division, the special work machine 
and the regular equipment. The last 
named equipment has been appraised 
at four times the value of the lone 
machine which is compelled to do all 
the work in the white unit. 

“We are proud that Emory uni- 
versity is able to furnish the colored 
patients with a well-equipped unit and 
that the students have the benefit of 
instruction from such equipment, and 
have not the slightest criticism to 
make of the expenditure making this 
possible, feeling as we do that the 
charity people are entitled te the very 
best and most modern service known 
to science in protection of their health 
and lives,

‘General revision of rates on sand, 
gravel, crushed stone and other con- 
creté and road building materials on 
intrastate movement in Georgia ef- 
fective May 1, 1928, were announced 
Tuesday by the state public service 
commission through James A: Perry. 
This revision will have a far-reaching 
effect: on movements of such materials 
in Georgia and will: remove a. dis- 
crimination ‘which has led to the 
shipment of large amounts of these 
materials into. the state although 
Georgia possesses large quantities of 
such raw materials, it Was announced. 

Chairman Perry &Statéd that in 
April, 1925. the Georgia commission 
made a revision of the rates on these 
materials, and the rates were attacked 
by some of the railroads as being too 
low, and were also attacked by ship- 


criminating against interstate com- 
merce. Chairman Perry stated that 
prior to 1925, the state highway de- 
partment and other large users of 
these materials, were purchasing -the 
greater part of their materials in 
other states on account of preferential 
rates, notwithstanding the fact that 
Georgia abounds in a supply of such 
materials. The effect of the 1925 
order of the Georgia commission. was 
to place the Georgia producer on a 
parity with the interstate producer 
and increase the Georgia movement 
very materially. 
I. C. C. Made Investigation. 


, The interstate commerce commis- 
sion condueted a general investigation 
as a result of the Alabama slippers’ 
complaint and issued an order pre- 
scribing rates to be applied inter- 
state between points in other states 
and points in Georgia, but found that 
the pwates prescribed by the Georgia 
commission up to the time of the 
order of the interstate commerce com- 
mission did not cause discriminations 
against interstate commerce. The 
carriers petitioned the Georgia com- 
mission for authority to apply within 
the state of Georgia the same rates 
which had been preseribed by the in- 
terstate commerce comuinission for in- 
terstate movements. | 

, Chairman Perry stated that the new 
rates which have heen prescribed by 
the Georgia commission are not. in 
every instance the same as prescribed 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, but the schedule of rates is so 
devised ag to eliminate the possibility 
of discrimination among the Georgia 
shippers, as well as the _ interstate 
shippers, reflecting, both increases and 
decreases, as compared with the pres- 
ent rates,

Tuntfey has made the closest-and the 
most eareful study of training for 
“peak form” the ring has ever known

“It did not take long,” Robbins 
i} continued, “to demonstrate the fact 
‘that the high wages made the agree- 
ment unworkable. The operators 
who had contracts found they could 
not pay these wages and produce 
their coal except at very heavy 
monetary losses. Operators who had 
to go into the markets and compete 
for business found they were totally 
unable to meet the competitive condi- 
tions and secure any new business. 
The result was that the larger part 
of the mines were thrown out of busi- 
ness and early in 1926 a relatively 
small proportion of them were left in 
operation, and among those working 
but a very limited time were those 
favored with contracts, and many of 
these mines were forced to close ow- 
ing to the excessive money loss. 

“Miners were thrown out of em- 
ployment so that instéad of 40,000 to 
),000 miners employed in the state 
in normal times, this number went 
down to perhaps 10,
